In th'e darkest days 
of the Civil "V7ar, Lincoln declined out- 
right to make any party appeal or to 
apply any -party test or any test save 
that of loyalty in the prosecution of 
the war and loyalty to the Union and 
to liberty. In March, 1863, he advo- 
cated ser.ding to Congress only "un- 
conditirnal supporters of the war," 
making no reference to any. party; and 
Jn June' of that'year, in • answer to 
some correspondents w h o signed 
themselves as "Democrats," he ex- 
pressed'his regret that they had not 
called themselves "American citizens," 
saying "In this time of national peril I 
would have preferred to meet you up- 
on a level one stap higher than any 
party platform"; and in August, In the 


he wrote that 
"ail those who 


maintain unconditional devotion to the 
Union," and in this appeal he explicit- 
ly included his own political friends 
with thoae .of his political enemies, 
"wHtnn no partisan malice or partisan 
hope can make false to the nation's 
life."

He 
explicitly repudiates loyalty to the TTST 
as a'-.tcsU JSe demands the success of 
the .Democratic party,'Md asks the de- 
feat' ot" all pro-war men if they hnre 
been anti-administration.
